In the chart showing bubonie fever and 
goneral rat mortality, I havo given the 
curvés for the Inst quarter of 1900 as well 
as for the half-year ending Juna 29th, Jel, 
as-they show that a: vory tapid rise in the 
Boneral rat mortality anteduted the 
epidemic outbreak of bubonic fover by 
several weoks, for the. discase can hardly

the 17th week (ending April 27th), while 
by that time the mt mortality had almost 
reached its maximum, having risen froman 
nverage of between four and five chundted 
per week, to ns inany a6 2,770. It is intor- 
esting ta note also that. the maximum rat 
mortality was reached on the 20th and 21xt, 
weeks, when: it stood nat just over 3,100, 
whilo the number of cases of butionie fever 
reached its maximum in the following week 
(the 22nd).
